Admiral 
Sah came into Pagods Anchorage 
with two gunboats on Tuesdsy 
with orders from Peking to help 
General Li, bot as there is n° 
friendly feeling between tbe two, 
it is hardly likely that Li will get 
much help from Sah. 

The British guoboat Bluebell 
came in on Tuesday to take the 
place of the Foxglove. ‘There are 
also Amencao sod Japanese 
gonboars at the Anchorage. Thay 
are all too big to get up the river 
to Foocbow. The British Consal 
has wired for a river gunboat of 
shallow draft to come up for the- 
protection of the port. 

October 12th. 

There was fighting in the early 
hours of this morning jast outside 
Foochow. Southern troops moved 
on to the city from the north and 
sonth, but thera was very little 
resistence from General Lie 
soldiers, and the General himself 
left the city duriog the morning.

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 


. Reuter has given readers some- 
thing to digest with ten colemos 
of matter respecting Mr. Lloyd 
George's Manchester speech. As 
usual, opinions differ, Ministerial 
supporters declaring the address 
s clesr answer to the critics, 
while hostile organs of various 
complexion condemn it. Here 
we have the spirit of partisan- 
ft is 
inconceivable that writers of 
ability and experience could 
differ to such s degree if ther{| 
viewed the question impartially. 
On the whoe, the Premier made 
good bis stand on the main issue. 
The indepandent Liberals, fami- 
liar as the " Wee Free:,” evident. 
ly feel obliged to concede the 
correctsess of his policy in this 
tens?: to do otherwise would be 
to stigmatise themselves as sop- 
porters of the O:torman’s horrible 
deeds. They find fault, however, 
With hig metnods, accusing him 
of ostentatiously irritating the 
Turks. If there is any substantial 
ground for this charge, particulars 
of it have not yet reached these 
parts. Judging by the indications 
that bave become available here, 
the Turks were in an ugly mood 
that could only be restrained by 
the action which the Government 
adopted.. Ou’ of the wreck of 
the Sevres Treaty, which was 
practically to have expelled the 
Turk frown Europe hag and 
baggage. Mr. Lloyd George's 
admicistration, deserted by 
France and Ltaly s> far ay armed 
support ‘wes concerned, 2: least 
achieved these vital results: pre- 

servation of the freedom” of the 
Straits; avoidance of the greet 
danger of further ‘massacres. 
Much has been made of the 
poist that within the . British 
Empire isan enormous Moslem 
population, and thatit is of im- 
meusa importance to avoid cross- 
iag these subjacts. Unquestion- 
ably. In this case the concrete 
issue was whether we were to 
place some limit upon Kemalist 
designs, or to stand by while the 
Turk crossed the Bosphorus to 
resume possession of the neutral 
zone aod to wresk his sweet will 
upon the large non- Moslem pop- 
ulation. ' 

The Near East problem heviog 
been disposed, of, at least for the 
time being, the chief poiot of 
interest attachés to Mr, Lloyd 
George's fdture. Although’ the 


Promier gave no definite indica- 


‘inference that a General Bleotion 
is impending, perhaps ata very] 


mier’s reception was encouraging. 
The Hmit' of tha Government's 
tenure of office expiree next year 
any way, so itis just.a question 
of choosing the paychological 
Moment. As to Mr. Lloyd 
George personally, it is not 
dificult to credis that after bis 
latrenuous term of office at the 
head of affairs, there would bs 
somethiog welccme abouts rest— 
a rest that would give him ao 
oppartanity to chuckle over the 
attempta of his opponents to 
solve the many problems that 
still await a sattloment. This ia 
assuming that the new Govern- 
ment was of different political 
complexion from tha existing 
one. But it is practically im- 
possible to sae how the icdepen- 
dent Liberals can expect to attain 
office. This would require an 
even greater landslide than 
aecurred in 1905. For a while 


there wasa chance that-the “co-{- 


Libs.” would re-unite with their 
former associates, but now that 
Mr. Lioy George bas bean 
specifically excommunicated by 
the independent Liberals, such a 
development is more unlikely, 
uoless the "Welsh Wizard” 


were to quit the political stago| 


altogether, which sgsin is not 
probable. 

Nor bas the Labour Party, 
though it may run many more 
candidates then before, impressed 
the nation with its constructive 
ability in a degree likely to 
sweep the polls. Gains, perbaps 
a large number, will ba registered 
by the “proletariat,” but on the 
part of the nation et large there 
is stil! ao unmistakable suspicion, 
when it ores to a concrete {test, 
that the destinies of the country 
cannot yet be entrusted to 
Lsbour. Apparently, gher. we 
shall again bave 3 form of 
coalition, if for no other ressoa 
thac thatthereis no very tangible 
alternative. The old-fashioned 
Conservatives. clearly do not 
like the idea, bot that once- 
eminer arty is scarcely strong 
enough -: -day to maintain a Gov- 
erement of its own. With some 
clipping at one end or the other, 
or both, the present Government 
seems. afier all, the most likely 
to head the polls for the reason 
just stated, whether the combin- 
ation crystallises into the much- 
discussed Nations! or Contre 
Party, or remsins upon its 
present footing. It would not 
follow of necessity that Mr. 
Ilord George would again head 
the Ministry; yet hare, too, 2 
simiiat quostion arises, for, what- 
ever the Premier's faults, it is 
not easy to name & successor 
who would b2 an improvement. 


Possible Future Governor, 


The Right Hon. T. J. Mac- 
namara, a preseat at the head of 
tbe Ministry of Labour, who is 
mentioned in a SMenvhester Guar. 
diam report as & possible successor 
to the Governorship of this Colony, 
js a manof diferent type from the 
usual Colonial ufficral, He be- 
longs, in fact, to the self-made- 
man category. Goyoernorsbips 
have usualy been filled from 
the Colonial Service, but the pres- 
ent Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, Sir Laurence Guil- 
lemard, provides a precedent for 
an appointment diroct from 
Home. Dr. Macnamara’s early 
years were devoted to “the 
cause of popular education. He 
made his first essay. into the 
political field in 1895, bat the Con- 
servatives swept the board that 
year, and Dr. Macoamara was on 
the other, side. Ic tho “ khaki 
election” of 1900, however, the 

present Minster of Labour, com- 
ing forward asa Liberal ‘Imperisl- 
ist, was returned for the North 
Camberwell division. The writer 
was among the audience present 
at bis speech after the declaration 
of the poll.

A DEAL IN POULTRY. 


Statute of Charles IE. 
Mentioned. 


A tangte arising out of a 
transaction between a poultry 
doaler and a restaurant proprietor 
was given Mr. Justine Wood to 
unravel in the Summary Court 
this morning.
